Gunpower trom thence. 

The 18 day about, ſixe a clock in the morning, Mo#- 
fier Fama, and Sir Dauid Balfort went with 2000 men 
choſen our of ſundry-Companies, into the Ditch of 
the Horne-worke by the Boſhzate,where we had a Mine 
prepared, Vee ſentforth 150 Souldiers to draw the 
Enemy on,but it was but labour loſt, At laſt we grow-

'Captaine Geerart van en was likewiſe ſlaine the ſame 
day. .The night following , certaine Souldiers were 
ſent with ſhouels and ſpades to pull a Trench downe 
of the Enemies, lying without the Boſh-gate ;, they ex- 
pelled them thrice, and caſt the ſame almoſt downe:bur 
at laſt the Enemy came ſo ſtrong vpon them,that they 
were enforced to retreate. ; 

The 19 day there is made a Rampier by our Garri- 
ſon,to walke irom the Citie to the Fort, as likewiſe a 
new Worke in the drowned land, with a battry of 10 
Pieces, Likewiſe a Horne-worke alſo raiſed betwixc 
the City and the Fort, The ſame day the Enemy blew 

vpa Mine in the Quarter of Moxſier Fama, but it did 
not hurt our Workes, Ve haue likewiſe caſt vp two 
Mines with good ſuccefle; thenumber of the Encmies 
Killd by them is not knowne as yer, but we are ſure thac 
the principall Enginer, and a Spaniſh Count, named 
Don Garcia ds Piemontel.are two of the ſame, 

Laft Tueſday one of the Enemies Mines got a mil- 
chance in ſuch manner, that ſome of the Armes and 
Legges of the Enemies were caſt in our out-workes. 

The firſt of Otober the Towne blew vp a Mine, fc 
that foure or 500 of the Enemies were caſt in the ayre 
by the ſame. VVhereupon the Garriſon made a fallie, 
and {lue twelue or 1400 of the Enemies, There come 
daily 50, 60, or 80 of them to the Citie, toreturne 
home to their Countrics,or to ſerue here.

Here are come Letters from _ and from 

| Avutwerpe alſo this Weeke, which report, That 
there are ſlaine alxeadic vetore Berghen neere 

10000 of the Enemie;.and doubtleſle, very many of 
ourTtide: For this Weeke are three ſhips full of woun- 
ded men brought hither to our Cut ſo to 
other Townes alſo, But (bleſſed be God) they haue 
gorren as yet no aduantage : but dayly there are fore. 
fights, and ſtrong aflaults. And the laſt Weeke, the 
Enemie had one of his Mines miſcarryed : in which, 
the number of men hee loſt thereby, was not knowne 
at firſt; but now it is written from friend and foe, that 
it blew vp and flew 1000 of their en: the man- 
nero it, is ſer downeto bee thus: Ourmen hauing 
countermined them in their Mine, and new placed the 
Powder therein againſt them,vnknowne to the Enemy; . 
then, when they thought it ſhould hauc had its force a- 


gainft vs,it roſe in the very thickeſt of themſelues, blef- 
ſed be God, Alfo Theare, that the Duke of Branſwick-

one fide, and Mansfield with his Forces betweene the © 
Bofle and them on the other fide, to cut off all Vicuall 
and ſupply from them. And Graze Manrice is broken -

Vr Exeli/h Embaſſadoris-now come to Fraxck- 
ford, where hee hath layen this eight or nine 
: dayes, expeCting euery day when hee ſhould 

heare forch of Emgwrd direction for to goe vp to the 
Emperors Dyer, or to come downe the R/ixe for Eng. 
land. Ir is doubted whether he goe to the Dyet at all : 


for the Emperours Generall, Monſieur T#y,hath taken 
Heidelberg, and hath beene in paſſcſhon both of the 


owne and Caſtle theſe foure or fiue dayes. There was 
in the Caſtle two Engliſh Companies; Sir Gay, Herberts, 
and Sir 10h Wentwerths : Sir G, Herbert was (laine,and 


his Lieutenant ſhot, and ſome few En2//b ſhine ard 


hurt. The Gouernour of the Towne (a Dutch man, 
whoſe name is Monſieur Aferwtne) retyred to the Ca- 
ſtle.after that the Gouernour of the Caſtle was {laine : 
Sir G.Herberts Lieutenant,wich Meruine,ſoone gaue it 
'vp, vpon compoſition, That they ſhould come away 
with their Colours ks their Matches light, _ 
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their Baggage: Which Monſieur Tilley graunted vned 


them, an gaue them a Conuoy to Frankford, which 
ree dayes march from thence ; where now 
the Gouernour, with all the Ezg/fþ that are left,and all 
the Dutch that would come with him,are; which are in 
number ſome fiue hundred, or thereabouts : and what 
courſe they will take, wee yet doe not know ; whether 
they will goe for the Low Countries, or whether the 
will ſcrue the Enemie : but the Exg/ſo will venture for 
the Low Countries, or for Eng/and.
